S.R.O. 281 — The following byelaws for the protection of public parks and 
gardens of the Cantonment Board Avenues, trees and grass and other 
appurtenances of streets and other public places made by the Cantonment Board, 
Snahjahanpur in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (20) of section 282 
and section 283 nf the Cantonments Act (II of 1924), are published for general 
information, the same having been previously published, approved and confirmed 
by the Central Government as required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the 
said Act, namely: — 

1. No person shall remove, injure, or destroy any part of a wall, railing, hedge 
or fence in or enclosing a public park or garden or any appliance, apparatus or 
article used in or for the purpose of laying out planting, improvement or main- 
tenance of such a park or garden or for the care, cultivation or protection pf any 
tree, sapling, shrub, plant or the like therein. 

2. No animal shall without the written permission of the Cantonment Board 
be permitted by the owner or person in charge thereof to graze on or be driven 
over any lands of a public park or garden, 

3. No person shall without the sanction in writing of the Cantonment Board 
remove, cut or destroy or cause to be removed cut or destroyed any tree, shrub 
or plant standing in a public park or garden or in any avenue or other public 
place or cut any grass from road-sides or other publi-c places. 

4. No person shall remove, injure or destroy any guard or enclosure erected 
by the Cantonment Board for the protection of growing trees. 

5. Any contravention of the provisions of these byelaws shall on conviction 
by .a Magistrate, be punishable with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees 
and in the case of a continuing contravention with an additional fine which may 
extend to twenty rupees for every day during which suoh contravention continued 
after conviction for the first such contravention. 

Explanation . — Public parks and gardens for the purpose of these bye-laws 
mean and include parks, gardens including ornamental roadside gardens which 
are maintained by the Cantonment Board, Shahjahanpur. 

S.R.O. 282. — Tile following amendment in the byelaws for regulating the 
erection or re-erection of buildings in the Lucknow Cantonment made in exercise 
of the powers conferred by section 186 of Cantonments Act, 1924 (IT of 19241, 
and published with the notification of the Government of United Provinces 
No. 3504/XT-18-C-1924, dated the 24th October, 1933, Is hereby published for 
general information, the same having been previously published, approved and 
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confirmed by the Central Government as required by sub-section (1) of section 
284 of the said Act, namely: — 


Amendment 

After bye-law No. 32 of the said bye-laws the following bye-law shall be added, 
namely: — 

“Any person proposing to erect a new building or structure, whether 
permanent or temporary, close to electric supply lines or to make, 
in or upon any building or structure close to supply lines, any 
permanent or temporary addition or alteration, shall abide by rules 
69 and 70 of the Indian Electricity Rules 1937.”
